One Man Made a Fortune in 


Growing the Hedge 


Plants. 


A'.ou, 
n v i n l y years 
ago the hedge 


feme w.is , f.n-iiiercd by all farmers us 
the only K"0d and substantial protection 


against stray cattle and the best fence 
to keep swine in. At that time n farmer 
who was able to keep a well trimmed 
hedge fence around his place was con- 
sidered to have a model farm. 


As a direct result of the demand for 


the fence the industry of growing the 
hedge plants for the fences was entered 
into by several of the well known farm- 
ers who devoted the entire area of their 
t'nrms to that production alone. 


The majority of the farmers desired 


to purchase the sued rather than to har- 


vest it themselves by the rather crude 
method employed nt t h n t time. 
The 


hedge balls were gathered in the fall of 
the year nnd thrown into n large vat of 
water. They were allowed to soak for 
several weeks until the pomace became 
soft and snuasny. 
They 
were then 


squeezed by the hand or mashed by a 
large block o£ wood until the pomace 
wns torn into small pieces. The con- 
tents T-ere then emptied into a large 
vat with more water and the seed would 
sink to the bottom of the vat. The re- 


maining portion of the pomace was then 
skimmed off the top and the seed put 
away and dried to be planted iu the 
spring of the year. Those who wished 
to buy the seeds bought them from the 
St. Louis firms for $43 per bushel. This 
seems to be an extraordinary price, but 
in many instances the seeds were hard 
to procure at that price, they being in 
such a great demand. 


The seeds which, were bought gener- 


ally came from Texas where the hedge 
plant grows in abundance on tiie prai- 


rie laud. 


The process of preparing the seed 


before planting is very curious. 
The 


seeds are taken out early in the spring 


; of the year, placea in tight coffee sacks 


] and hung in u running stream. They 
' nre allowed to soak about ten days when 
they are taken out and placed in a box 
filled with sand turned toward the sun. 
They are moistened occasionally aud the 
sand is turned over at least once n 
day for about ten dnys. 
After 
the 


seeds have begun to sprout they arc- 


ready for planting. They must, to get 
the best result", lie planted about twen- 
ty inches apart and have plenty of wa- 
ter. They arc- very delicate when start- 
ing and the presence of numerous wecdi- 
would soon choke I htm out. Thus when 
they arc in the nV-t stages the growei 
must have the weeds kept from nmonp 
them.

g/ound they are of little bother to th< 
farmer.
